Parent Placed Big Estate in 


Trust and Left $5000 to 


First Wife of Son in Lieu 
of All Alimony. 





Louis Vaughn Clark, son of the late 
multimillfonaire, Charles Clark, has 
been in St. Louis a week, according to 
friends of the family, to consider plans 


for contesting his father’s will. 

The will cut Vauglin Clark off with 
$6000 a year and to the first year’s in- 
stallment there was a further provision 
by a strange clause in the testament‘. 
This clause provided that unless the 
gon restore certain paintings to Mrs, 
Grace Wilson Clark, wife of Louis 
Vaughn, within 69 days after the fa- 
ther’s death, the first year’s $6000 is to 
be turned ‘over to the wife. 

The father died at the family home, 

Vandeventer Place, on April 18. 
Mrs. Grace Wilson Clark, Vaughn's 
wife, who had been living at the 
mansion, departed for the East last 
week. ‘Before her departure an inti- 
nate woman friend asked her if she 
hud yet received the paintings. She 
replied, according to the friend who 
not wish her name disclosed, 
.o, and I never expect to.” 


Sixty Days te Restore Paintings. 
The. . clause in the. multimillion- 


aire’s will relating to Vaughn Clark 
says: “My said son has in some man- 
ner disposed of or caused to be dis- 
posed of certain paintings belonging 
to his wife, Grace Wilson Clare tT 
is my will and I so order that no 
part of the income provided for him 
be paid to him unless he restores said 
paintings to her, the said paintings 
estimated at $6000. In event he fails 
or refuses within 60 days after my 
death to restore the said paintings, 
the income shall be payable to her 
for one year.” 

This clause has recalled to ac- 
quaintances of the family the sensa- 
tional and mysterious theft of some 
paintings from Mrs. Vaughn Clark’s 
home, Long Island, N. Y. Upon her 
return home from a summer trip 
about a year ago, Mrs. Clark found 
three costly paintings had been cut 
from their frames and had disap- 
peared. 


Living Apart From His Wife. 
The theft caused a stir in New York 


and held first page of the newspapers 
there for several days by its strange 
features. Detectives were put on the 
case and worked for several weeks. Then 
they suddenly ceased and the matter 
was hushed. 

Mrs. Grace Wilson Clark is Vaughn 
‘Clark’s second wife, his first, formerly 
Miss Edith Draper, having divorced him 
fin 1902. He and his wife have been liv- 
ing apart for more than a year, it is 
said, most of which time he has spent 
in Europe. The wife has spent much of 
that time in St. Louls, managing the 
household of her father-in-law. 

A codicil in.the millionaire’s will also 
revoked a special gift of $5000 to Vaughn 
and gives it to the first wife, Mrs. 
Edith Deaper Clark, provided she 
waives all further claims to alimony. 
In 1908 the first wife brought suit 
against Vaughn for unpaid alimony but 
the suit was decided against her. 

Eetate in Trust Fund. 

The bulk of the $10,000,000 estate is 
put into a trust fund of which Vaughn 
and his brother, Charles McLure Clark 
are -beneficiaries. The will provides 
that Vaughn's receipts from the income 
shall mot exceed $6000 a -year. 

Charies Clark, the brother, declined 
‘to discuss the matter Monday. 

“I da not see how I can discuss it,’’ 
was Tis only comment. 

Vaughn Clark, since he came to the 
city a week ago has been seen fre- 
quently around the Southern Hotel and 
brokers’ offices. He could not be found 
Monday for a statement about the 
evegested will contest.

BALTIMORE, June 24.—Twenty-four 
hours betore the opening of the Demo- 


cratic convention the one fact that 
stands out prominently above all others 
in the situation is the determination of 
many stdte leaders already on the 
ground that the convention must nom- 
inate a progressive candidate to run on 
a@ progressive platform. 

William J. Bryan has the backing of 
the more radical elements among the 
conservatives, but it is considered ex- 
tremely doubtful if he can muste, 
enough strength to defeat Alton & 
Parker of New York for the temporary 
chairmanship of the convention. 

It was an accepted conclusion today 
that the National Committee would ap- 
prove the action of its subcommittee 'n 
selecting Judge Parker, whom Bryan 
has classified as a reactionary. 

Geltra for Jnadge Parker. 

Parker's friends declared today he 
will have 578 votes for temporary 
chairmaan, or approximately 30 more 
than the majority necessary for 
choice. The Missouri delegation is 
expected by’ many to throw its 
strength to the Parker candidacy. 
Edward F. Goltra, National Commit- 
teeman from Missouri, who was a 
schoolmate of William J. Bryan, has 
expressed himself privately in favor 
of Parker. 

The Missourians appesr to be cul- 
tivating the conservative forces in 
the interest of Speaker Clark, Mis- 
souri’s candidate for President. The 
Clark forces are said to be willing 
to follow Bryan on all propdsitions 
other than that involving the choice 
of a temporary chairman. They are 
hopeful, however, that the precon- 
vention fight can be traded on a har- 
monious basis. To this end a move- 
‘ment was started in the Missouri 
camp today to make Bryan perma- 
nent chairman of the convention and 
chairman of the Resolutions Commit- 
tee. 

Apart from the contest over the 
temporary chairmanship the Progres- 
sive demand is based upon three es- 
sential considerations, namely: 

First—The renomination of Presi- 
dent Taft and Vice-President Sher- 
man at Chicago on a colorless plat- 
form makes it necessary to nominate 
here men who will appeal to all the 
go0-called progressives. 

Second—The spirit of the delegates, 
who are not bound by any such com- 
pelling instructions as were the ma- 

jority of those at Chicago, is dis- 
tinctly in favor of the nomination of 

candidates who are avowed exponents 
of the progressive idea and of a plat- 
form that will give them no excuse 
for equivocation in making their 
campaign. 

Third—The nomination of such can- 
_didates on such a platform will knock 

out from Theodore Roosevelt the last 

,prop on which he has to stand and 

make his third party, scheduled to be 
organized in August, an unnecessary 
gathering in that it can offer noth- 

ing to the voters of the country ex- 
cept Roosevelt himself. 

Against this political trend here 
stands, as at many other Democratic 
national and state conventions, the al- 
liances which the so-called progressives 
in both parties have been pleased to re- 
fer to as “‘big business."’ 

Represented here by some of the 
ablest financiers and lawyers in the 
country, that interest is aligned against 
the progressive idea. With Tammany 
Boss Charies.F. Murphy of New York, 
Norman Mack, national committeeman 
from that. State, and Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee Rogez 
Sullivan of Illinois, Col. J. M. Guffey of 
Pennsylvania, Thomas M, Taggart >f 
Indjana, are many other Democratic 
wheel horses. 

. While the conservative and progress- 
ive forces are lined up for @ hot pre- 
liminary battle, there is no intimation 
on. the part of William J. Bryan or 
other leaders that the Democratic con-. 
vention is going to engender any such 
party split as did the Republican con- 
vention at Chicago, If Parker is chosen 
it is believed Bryan will accept defeat 
gracefully. 

Good nature is the controlling factor 
now, and because of this fact there is 
said to be an excellent prospect of the 
conservative and progressive wings gct- 
ting together before the end.

They Want Both Conservative and Progressive 
Aid, and Dockery Would Let Delegates 
Vote as They Wish. —

BALTIMORE, June 24.—The fight of 


William J. Bryan on Judge Altodn B. 
Parker as temporary chairman of the 
Democratic national convention has cre- 


ated consternation among the Missouri 
supporters of Speaker Champ Clark. The 
500 Missourians here to boom Clark for 
the nomination are doing their best to 
dodge the issue. 

Senator Stone, former Senator Du- 
Bois and former Govs. Stephens and 
Dockery have had several conferences 
to determine on a course of action on 
the Bryan proposition. As spokesman 
for the Missourians, Dockery told a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent today that 
he thought there would be no concert- 
ed action on the part of the Clark del- 
egates. 

“So far as We are concerned we pro- 
pose to let the delegates act as they 
please on Bryan's proposition to fight 
Parker for temporary chairman,” said 
Dockery. | 

Privately the Clark people admit they 
are forced into a very embarrassing po- 
sition by Bryan. The Clark men have 
been playing for the support of both 
the progressive and conservative ele- 
ments of the party, and do not wish to 
be forced to take a stand. 

Woodrow Wilson’s campaign manag- 
ers today declared that. their willing- 
ness to support Ollie James, the origina] 
Clark candidate for temporary chair- 
man, would force the supporters of 
Clark to show their hand. 

Both Sides Want Bryan Aid. 

Both Clark and Wilson would like to 
have the powerful influence of Bryan 
on their side. What is now puzzling the 
Clark managers is whether they would 
profit more to line up with Bryan or the 
conservatives. The Clark men are 
claiming 614 instructed and uninstruct- 
ed delegates out of a total of 1094. 

A leader of Missouri Democrats, who 
asked that his name be withheld, said: 
This fight of Bryan, and the de- 
mand he has made on us to help 
him prevent Parker's selection, has 
put us between the devil and the 
deep blue sea. We do not know 
what to do. We might get New 
York by going against Bryan, and 
we might lose much more by not 
joining Bryan. If we aligned our- 
selves with the conservatives, it 
might give rise to the charge that 
Clark Was willing to make a deal 
with the reactionaries. The fact of 
the matter is, we don’t know just 

what to do. 

The Missourians are scattered all over 
Baltimore. They found that all hotel 
accommodations had been engaged be- 
fore they arrived here and were forced 
{6 seek quarters in private homes. The 
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dawg” special decided to live in their 
Pullman cars. . 

The corridors of the Emerson Hotel, 
where the Clark men have headquar- 
ters, are congested. It was almost ‘im- 
possible, even teday, to get an elevator 
te the fifteenth floor, where the Speak- 
er’s main headquarters are. Wilson and 
Harmon also have headquarters in the 
hotel. 

300 Missourians in Convention. 

Former Judge- Virgil Rule of St. Louis 
said 300 Missourians would sit as dele- 
gates in the convention. 

“Nearly all the delegates from the 
West are Missourians,’ said Rule. “At 
least) 0 delegates are natives of Pike 
County. All the Missourians are Clark 
workers., We expect them to render us 
material assistance in the nomination o* 
the Speaker.”’ 

Only three of Speaker Clark’s Pike 
County neighbors have shown interest 
enough in his fight for the presidency 
to come to Baltimore to aid him. They 
are Ed A. Glenn, manager of his Mis- 
souri campaign; Jacob Jones and David 
Wald of Louisiana. 

Wald long has been one of Clark’s 
strongest supporters. When Clark made 
his first race for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Congress, he ‘‘want broke’”’ 
in Crawford County and telegraphed to 
David- Bah in- Louisiana that he could 
not win without more money. Ball ap- 
pealed to Wald, and on a note, which he 
signed for both himself and Clark, he 
borrowed $3000 to finance the Clark cam- 
paign. He swam rivers between Cuba 
and Steelville to get the money to Clark. 


‘With the money Clark won the Craw- 


ford County fight, which gave him 
enough delegates in the congressional 
convention to tie it up. After a mem- 
orable fight, in a second convention, 
Clark won the nomination over Richard 
Norton. 

Wald Still Helps Clark. 

Wald still is supporting Clark with 
his money, and is one of the busiest 
men around the Clark headquarters. 
Glenn is chairman of the Clark Steer- 
ing Committee, with Charles P. Higgins 
of St. Louls as his assistant. One part 
of their duty is to keep a line on the 
delegates, and send them as often and 
as rapidly as they can to the Clark 
headquarters for conferences with the 
Clark campaign managers. 

Lon Sanders, who managed the Folk 
campaign against Clark in Missouri, 
was one of the first Missourians to ap- 
pear in the Speaker's interest in Balti» 
more. Sanders was decorated liberally 
with Clark badges and buttons. A fea- 
ture of the Clark campaign its a button 
aimost -as big as @ saucer containing 
his portrait and fac simile signature.

New York has thrée candidates for the 
vice-presidency, all representatives In 
Congress, Willlam O. Redfield, Francis 
Furton Harrison, the State’s representa- 
tive on the House Ways and Means 
Committee, and William Sulzer, head of 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Nobody in 
Washington today is betting on Presi- 
dent Taft's election. The most intimate 
friends of the President admit that the 


outlook is gloomy. The consensus of 
opinion seems to be that the Democrats 
will elect the next President if the con- 
vention in Baltimore makes a wise selec- 
tion for their Standard bearer. The new 
party—the one proposed and planned by 
Roosevelt—will not materialize, experi- 
enced politicians predict, if the Demo- 
crats put up a strong and popular man. 

“I do not believe the Roosevelt bolt 
will amount to very much,” said a lead- 
ing Republican progressive Senator to 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent today. 
“Like the boy with a mashed toe and 
with a lump of sugar to soothe his feel- 
ings, Roosevelt gaes home sore but sat- 
isfied. Six weeks will make lots of dif- 
ference. My bet is that he will not be 
formally nominated.”’ 

The attitude of La Follette will have 
something to do with the organization 
of a new party, it is said by leading Re- 
publicans. If the Senator from Wiscon- 
Sin, who calls himself a hard-shelled 
progressive, advises the Republican of 
the West to stay in the party and sup- 
port Taft, ‘it will hold- many Republi- 
cans in line. Senator La Follette told 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent today 
that he would not make any comment 
on the results of the Chicago convention 
for several days. 

La Follette, it is understood, will study 
the situation carefully and pass upon 
it after the Democrats have acted at 
Baltimore. He has little sympathy for 
Roosevelt, although he regrets that the 
progressive cause got a setback. 

Opinions of Republicans. 

Senator Cummins declines to discuss 
the nomination of Taft or the bolt of 
Roosevelt. The following named Repub- 
licans expressed themselves on the out- 
come at Chicago as follows: 

Senator Curtis of Kansas: It was the 
proper thing to renominate President 
Taft. I have no doubt but that he will 
be re-elected in November and, along 
with him, will come a Republican House 
of Representatives. The platform adopt- 
ed in Chicago is excellent in every re- 
spect. While the bolt of Roosevelt 
seems to be somewhat- serious just at 
this time, I believe that when the dele- 
gates who attended the convention have 
had time to think the matter over they 
will realize that Taft is the only man 
who can win and will not follow the 
former President in his attempt to -de- 
stroy the Republican party. 

Representative Henry of Connecticut: 
Taft's renomination at Chicago was the 
very thing that should have been done. 
I would not predict, however, that he 
will be re-elected. Nothing is certain in 
politics. There never has been any room 
in this country for three political par- 
ties that amounted to anything. Roose- 
velt will find it a difficult matter, in 
my judgment, to start another one. 
Either the Republican party must fall or 


ey Roosevelt's bolt will 
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amount to 
nothing. 

Representative John Dalzell of Penn- 
sylvania: President Taft deserved a re- 
nomination at Chicago, and the Repub- 
lican national convention did well to se- 
lect him for another term. It is too 
early at this time to predict just how 
much figure Roosevelt’s bolt will cut. 
Wait until the people have had an op- 
portunity to think about the matter 
and then they will themselves know 
how to act accordingly.’’ 

“Entitled to Nomination.” 

Senator McCumber of North Dakota. 
President Taft is the man I wanted 
nominated. I think his record and the 
good work he has done for the party 
entitled him to a renomination. The 
bolt of Roosevelt is bound to be seri- 
ous. It is a bad mess for the party to 
start its battle on. I am hopeful, how- 
ever, that in due time the bolters at 
Chicago will be brought to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that they have made 
a mistake and will return to the reg- 
ular nominee.”’ 

Former Senator Scott of West Vir- 
ginia: President Taft’s renomination 
was the very wisest thing that could 
have beeri done. Roosevelt’s bolt may 
prove serious and may endanger the 
chances for Republican success at the 
polls. It is my opinion that he will get 
considerable support from among the 
ranks of radical Democrats as well as 
all the so-called Progressives in the 
Republican party. Tafty on the other 
hand, I believe, will get many votes 
from the conservative Democrats. The 
whole matter is complicated, and no 
one can tell at this juncture just what 
will be the outcome. 

Representative Campbell of Kansas: 
I don’t think that the. fellows who 
were driven to the extremity of makirg 
a stab at their party at Chicago wi!! 
find justification in their action when 
they get home. In six weeks they will 
decide there is no need for a new party. 
A political party must have something 
more than personal Pmbition to stand 
on. After the Baltinfore convention is 
over the voters will begin to decide for 
themselves between the party candi- 
date. In my judgment as the time goes 
by the voters will more and more in- 
cline toward Taft. 

Sees Party United. 

By the first of November the party 
will be united on him. Taft has done 
but two things to make Republicar.s 
dislike him. He has appointed Demo- 
crats to office instead of Republicans 
he took three Chicago Democrats from 
Illinois for his cabinet—and he has not 
tried to nullify the Sherman law,’ as 
Roosevelt would have done. 

Senator Crawford of South Dakota: 
I have not found myself yet, and under 
the circumstances I do not care to 
express any Opinion at this time about 
the renomination of Taft or the bols 
of Roosevelt. I have not had an op. 
portunity to get a line on the real 
situation in the Republican party. 

Representative Edward L. Taylor Jr. 
of Ohio: Taft’s renomination means his 
re-election. There is no doubt of this 
in my mind. The people of this coun- 
try will not stand for bolters. In 1896 
there were a number of men who bolt 
their party, and they have been dead 
rolitically ever since. There was a real 
issue then and some excuse for bolting. 
Roosevelt is suffering from a sore toe 
just now. That is why he has bolted. 

Senator Nelson of Minnesota: I 
haven’t received the complete list of the 
dead, dying and wounded as yet and 
cannot, therefore, express an opinion on 
the renomination of Taft or what ef- 
fect the bolt of Roosevelt will have on 
the chances for party success in No- 
vember. I want to find out just where 
we stand before making any statement 
about the present political situation.

BEING MADE HERE 


Officials of Nine Unions Begin 
Going Through 300,000 
Ballots. 


WESTERN LINES AFFECTED 
Trouble Started When Roads 


Failed to Treat With Men 
, Regarding Demands. 





Representatives of nine affiliated or- 
ganizations of employes of steam rail- 
roads west of Chicago met Monday at 
the St. James Hotel and began counting 
800,000 ballots cast by thetr members ‘to 
determine whether a atrike shall be de- 
clared because of the failure of the rail- 
roads to treat‘with them on their de 
mands for a standardization of work- 
ing hours and working conditions. 

A. O. Wharton, president of the Fed- 
eration of Federations, said the count 
would not be completed before Wednes- 
day and that no information regarding 
the vote would be made public until the 
count was finished. 

The vote was taken after a meeting of 
union officials in Kansas ‘City in.April. 
Officials there reported ‘hat the rail- 
roads would not meet representatives of 
the unions to consider demands for a 
different standard of hours and work- 
ing conditions. The unions demanded 
an 8-hour.day for all employes and other 
working conditions to be made more 
equal among the different crafts. 
Employes of the Harriman lines have 
been on strike since April and if the 
men On other lines vote the strike; it 
will be in the nature of a sympathy 
strike with the Harriman men.

'R. J. Teupert, the board of directors of the Commercial Club and Jagk Curley

It was expected the Governor would say 
positively whether he would attempt to stop the fight. 

The chief executive has been quoted as saying that he was oppoged to It 
and would do all he could to prevent ‘t. For this reason the citizens want an 
early settlement. However, after listening to argument, the Governor re- 
served his decision, but has promised an official statement some time today. 

It is believed that the Governor’s visit here has lightened the situation con- 
siderably, and from a reliable source it is learned that no interference is an- 
ticipated, the Governor having concluded he has no legal right to interfere, 
thought personally opposed to the fight taking place. 

Governor Against Bout. 

In ponvergation prior to the conference above referred to, the Governor 
refused to commit himself beyond saying that he would do all possible to pre- 
vent the fight. When asked what he ccnsidered possible, he said he did not 
know, in view of the fact that the Attorney-General of the State had ren- 
dered an opinion that no statute existed governing boxing or prize fighting, 
and that the contemplated contest between Johnson and Flynn was not a viv - 
lation of law. Furthermore, that the Legislature had refused to comply with 
his request to pass a law prohibiting affairs of this sort, and he was uncertain 
just how far he could proceed. In view of this statement, : the happy 4e- 
meanor of those who attended this morning’s conference, it is predicted that 
the Governor will make no further attempt to interfere, but will Place tho 
entire responsibility for observance of regulations restrictive of gambling and 
other infractions of law upon the Las Vegas officials. 


Citizens F Loss, : 

Mayor Taupert is confident that all requirements can be complied with, and 
says that to stop the fight now would mean a financial loss to the citizens 
of Las Vegas that could not be regained.
